SALMON PACK. 

On the Fraser, Columbia and Puget 
Sound Far Below the Average. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Aug. 23, — A prominent 
ennuer, who is interested in nil the sal- 
mon packs on the Coast, gives the follow- 
ing figures as official: Fraser river, 130 
000 cases, one-tenth of what was being 
figured on; Columbia river, 200 000 
eases, average pack 500,000 cases; Puget 
Sound, lfiO.OOO cases, about one-fifth of 
what was figured on. The salmon are nil 
out of first hands; the Fraser pack prac- 
tically being sold out last winter. 

As might huve been expected with a 
pack of from one-quarter to one-tenth 
of what was being figured on, the price 
Of salmon 'tails is sharply advancing in 
England ; the packers on the Eraser, how- 
over, through lack of combination earlier 
in the season, will not profit by the ad- 
vance, as the consumers will have to 
pay the advance price to the middlemen.

BAR I BON MAKERS. 

English Association Not Afraid of Unit- 
ed States Competition. 

London, Aug. 23.— At n meeting of the 
Bar Iron Association in Birmingham yes- 
terduy, Sir Benjamin Hungley, the well 
known proprietor and iron-master, who 
presided, attributed the high price of 
irou to the action of coal miners. He 
ridiculed the idea that Americans, "who 
are sending a few tons of iron and a lit- 
tle steel to this country," were going to 
command the trade of the world. Mr 
Ebenezer Parkers, Unionist member of 
parliament for Central Birmingham, 
said English values would be brought 
down in consequence of the importation 
of American coke at one-third the Eng- 
lish price. The meeting adopted a reso- 
lution declaring that United State*! com- 
pel il ion was not serious enough to jus- 
lily a reduction of current prices, and 
deciding that these must be maintained 
until raw material was cheaper.

Paul Cluscret of Toulon Dead. 

Toulon, Aug. 23.— M. Gustave Pan} 
Cluseret, n famous member of the 
Commune, and until now one of the 
deputies from Toulon, died to-day of 
pneumonia. . 



London, Aug. 24.— (3:50 a.m.)— Fires, 
lighting and dissension are apparently 
following in the wake of the relief of 
Pekin. The Daily Mail publishes de- 
spatches from the Chinese capital, dated 
as late as August 17, declaring a great 
lire was then raging in the imperial city. 
The Russian commander has declined to 
accept the decision of the other generate 
not to violate the imperial precincts and 
street fighting was going on. 

Gen. ChalToe, so it is asserted, main- 
tained the Chinese had been adequately 
punished already, and that it would bo 
unwise to take the imperial palace. This 
explains the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
cans after breaking through the gate, as 
cabled by the speciul correspondent o£ 
the Associated Press. The Russian gen- 
eral, however, maintained that his gov- 
ernment had declared war against China, 
and that therefore there was no reason 
to prevent him carrying hostilities into* 
the sacred precincts. 

Judging from various, and in many 
cases, contradictory despatches that 
have reached Euro|>e this morning from 
Pbkln, the commanders eventually adopt- 
ed a middle Course, for a Router tele- 
gram usserts that sentries were placed 
to prevent looting. Hence it is presum- 
ed thnt the imperial buildings, although, 
captured, will not be destroyed. ■ 

The lires appear to be incendiary nnd 
to be caused by the Chinese themselves. 

All the despatches point to the fact 
that, according to the latest news receiv- 
ed from Pekin, the commanders were 
somewhat at sea regarding their futuro 
action, all awaiting instructions from 
their governments. 

The foreign residents appear to havo 
been sent to Tien Tsin, although the St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the Daily 
Mail says the ministers will not leave Pe- 
kin until negotiations for indemnity are 
under way. 

Neither the commanders nor the diplo- 
mats were in communication • with the 
Chinese government on August 17. They 
were then searching for Prince Tuan. 

Among the puzzling reports as to the 
whereabouts of the Empress Dowager, is 
one from St. Petersburg that she is in 
the vicinity of Pekin, but surrounded. 
The Emperor seems to have disappeared 
completely. It is otlicially reported that 
the minister of the Netherlands, Dr. Kno- 
bel, was slightly wounded during the 
siege. 

St. Petersburg despatches announce 
good progress in the Munchurinn cam- 
paign: The town of Meregen was cap- 
tured August 18, with trilling loss, while 
the Chinese suffered severely, leaving 10 
guns, 7lX) riiles and large t uautities of 
ammunition in the hands of the Rus- 
sians. . 

The reports of risings in northern 
Korea are confirmed. It is believed that 
these are not due to ill-will toward fore- 
igners, but to local dissatisfaction. Tho 
Korean government is sending troops to 
the disaffected districts. 

According to telegrams from Shanghai, 
considerable uneasiness is felt there over 
the fact that no despatches have been re- 
ceived from Pekin since August 20. Oth- 
Shangbui reports locate Emperor 
Kwung Su as under the protection of the 
nllies and tho Dowager Empress as al- 
ready captured by the Japanese. 

London, Aug. 23. — Gen. Gaselee, com- 
mander of the British forces at Pekin, 
has telegraphed the war office us fol- 
lows: 

"Pekin, Aug. 15 (Wednesday), via 
Chee Foo, Aug. 21 (Tuesday)— At a 
conference August 12 it was agreed 
that tho allies should concentrnte withii> 
five miles of Pekin, August 14, and the 
assault should begin August 15. The 
attack, however, commenced early in 
tho morning of the 14th, and our troops 
hud to make a forced inarch of 15 mileH 
from Tung Chow, in the great heat. 
We were on the extreme left, and at- 
tacked the southeast gate of the Chinese 
City. There was practically no opposi- 
tion, as we were not expected at that 
point. The Indian troops broke down 
and rushed the gate, nud I entered 
with cavalry and guns. 

" I then sent other cavalry nnd tho 
Punjab infantry to the Temple of 
Heaven to secure our left Hank and 
camping ground, nnd with tho other 
corps rushed on towards the legations. 

"At 3 o'clock we got on the canal 
opposite the water gate, and were sig- 
nalled from tho wall held by the lego- 
tioners. I sent a portion of the staff 
and 70 Indians, who rushed across the- 
inmost dry moat and forded through 
the wnter gate without loss. We found', 
all well in the legations. Macdonahi'- 

"In the meantime our field artillery 
had boon brought to bombard the centre 
gate of the Tartar city, but a sortie by 
the Americans and Russians of the gar- 
rison along the wall anticipated the 
bombardment, and the gate fell into 
our hands. 

"Two field guns wore then brought 
into the legation, nnd the rest were 
sent back to the Temple of Heaven. 

"At about 5 in the afternoon the 
Americans, under Gen. Chaffee, entered 
the legation, and then we moved on 
towards the centre gate of the city for 
the night. By nightfall we had 400' 
men in the legation. 

" During the evening at the Temple 
of Heaven we were engaged, and after 
inflicting heavy losses we occupied the- 
south gate of the Chinese city."

" Paget reports from llammam's 
Kraal that Baden-Powell engaged 
lirobler's rear guard all yesterday. 
Grobler was driven east of I'inaar's 
river. Baden-Powell has occupied the 
railway station of that name. During 
the fight Powell's advance ami that of 
the enemy galloped into each other, the 
Rhodesians losing Col. Spreckley ami 
four men killed and seven wounded. 
They were at Oyferkuil this morning. 
Pluiuer ami Biekmau were closely pur- 
suing them. 

' It seems that Dewet, finding it hope- 
less to make his way eastward, has re- 
crossed the Magaliesberg with n few 
wounded, with the intention of return- 
ing to the Orange River Colony. He is 
in a very different condition from that 
when ho left Bethlehem with six or 
eight guns and 12,000 men. LIi.< gnus 
liave mostly been buried, and his per- 
sonal following cannot be more than 
'MO. 

" It is stated that Steyn, with a small 
bodyguard, has crossed Pinaar's river on 
Lis way to join Kruger at Maehado- 
dorp. 

"The Boers yesterday blew up a por- 
tion of the railway five miles north of 
Newcastle, and damaged the rails nt a 
point 30 miles south of Newcastle." 

.NO LATE NHWS. 

iWiros Apparently Were Cut Between re- 
kin and Taktl. 

London, Aug. 1*3. — Foreign consuls ut 
Shanghai, not having received word from 
Pekiu later than August IT, fear the Chi- 
nese troops are operating along the rear 
of the allies and cutting off their com- 
munication. 

The block of press messages at the tele- 
graph olilee continues, hut these in no 
way interfere with official despatches 
Which arc put ahead. 

A belated despatch from Pekin. dated 
August 14, says Sir Claude Macdouakl, 
the British minister, is ill. 

An attempted uprising at Hankow is 
causing uneasiness. 

Twenty -seven war ships have assem- 
bled at Shanghai and Woo Sung, their 
crews numbering 7,000 men. 

The German government's reply to Li 
Hung Chang's peace negotiation propo- 
sal is that "Owing to the lack of any pro- 
perly accredited authority on the Chinese 
side" the government of Germany can- 
not enter into negotiatons. 

A news agency despatch from Shan- 
hai, dated Wednesday, August 2'2, say* 
a consular report received from Soo 
Chow (six miles west of Shanghai) says 
the governor fears the city will bo at- 
tacked by a force of salt smugglers. 

Berlin, Aug. 23.— The German admiral 
at Taktl wires under date of August lit): 

"Oapt. Hecht reached Ma Tu this 
morning and proceeded. The advance 
•was difficult owing to the force of the 
current and shallow water. The Madai 
"battalion, after a very trying march, ar- 
rived at Yang Tsun on August 18." 

It is inferred from the foregoing that 
the telegraph lines between Talcu and 
•Until (near Tung Chow; are working. 

Toronto, Aug. 23. — Dr. anil Mrs. Les- 
lie, Canadian missionaries, who were 
among the party ill-treated by Boxers 
while en route from Honan to Hankow, 
reached Toronto this morning, haying 
nrrived at San Francisco from the Orient 
last Friday. Both missionaries tell 
thrilling stories of their escape. At Hsu 
Tien the party were mobbed and robbed. 
Dr. Leslie was wounded in the right arm 
in 15 places. Rev. Mr. MaeKenaic was 
cut (Mi the head with a sword and struck 
with a stone, and Rev. Mr. Goforth was 
stoned and wounded in several places 
by swords. All the ladies' trinkets were 
wrenched from them. 

Dr. Leslie vigorously denied that the 
trouble in China was due to the auti- 
Christian element. He declared it was 
due to the anti-foreign clement. 

"There was no religious question rais- 
ed in Honan," said Dr. Leslie, "but we 
were attacked because we were foreign- 
ers." 



VANCOUVER NEWS. 

The Forestry Association— Meeting of 
the Strikers— Orange Lodge 
Inaugurated. 

Vancouver, Aug. 23 — Hewitt Bosh>ck 
acted as chairman at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the newly or- 
ganized Forestry Association held last 
night. Col. Warren and Messrs. O. M. 
Beecher, A. A. Boak and H. G. Ross 
were appointed a committee to draft a 
constitution and by-laws. It was de- 
cided that the name of the organization 
should ho the British Columbia Forestry 
Association, and it was further decided 
to hold a public meeting in New West- 
minster during fair week. 

The striking C. P. R. machinists held 
a public meeting in the city hall last 
evening. Numerous speakers addressed 
the meeting in favor of the strikers, 
among them Revs. G. R. Maxwell R. 
G. McBetb and .1. II. Bainton; Will 
McClain, the Socialist leader; Aid. 
Foreman and Baxter; L. Melrose, Chi- 
cago; and II. F. Boss. Acting Mayor 
McQueen presided. Mr. Maxwell said 
that the government should be appealed 
to to bring the disputants together to 
have the strike settled as soon as pos- 
sible Rev. .1. II. Bainton said be be- 
lieved the men were striking in a good 
cause, and he hoped they would win. 
because they had justice on their side. 
The Rev. Mr. McBetb said he thought 
the church and the Carpenter of Nazar- 
eth and the laboring men of the world 
should work hand in hand. He be- 
lieved in unions. He thought if be paid 
a man $50 a month for working for him. 
and his business afterwards increased 
through this man's efforts so that be 
could pay him $100 a month, he would 
feel as if he were robbing that man if 
he did not increase his wages to $100 a 
month. Aid. Foreman ami Baxter also 
expressed their sympathy for the strik- 
ers. Aid. Baxter at great length, giving 
a political turn to bis speech. 

Orange Lodge No. 1.7127 was inaugu- 
rated at Central Park last evening. At 
the inauguration a resolution was passed 
by those present urging the ministerial 
associations of British Columbia to 
form a Lord's Day Association— an asso- 
ciation which will strive by every means 
in their power to the end that Sunday 
may be properly observed in the prov- 
ince.

Washington, Aug. 23.-1110 Japanese 
legation to-day received the following 
advices from the foreign office at Tokio, 
dated August '23: 

"The commander of the Japanese Beet 
at Taku transmits by telegraph ou the 
21st the following report from Pekin: 

•"The Japanese regiment which had 
been detailed early on the 15th for the 
purpose of protecting the imperial pal- 
ace, had hard lighting all day, but they 
could not bring it to a decisive issue, as 
they refrained from firing on the palace. 
On the following day, however, they 
took its principal gate, and now the city 
is almost entirely cleared of the enemy. 

"'The imperial family and the minis- 
ters of state left for Sian Fu live or six 
days ago, escorted by 3,000 troops, 
under Tung Full Shiang. 

"'With the object of restoring order, 
the city has been divided into districts. 
Japan being assigned the northern half, 
and Japan, the Uni.ted States, Great 
Britain. Kussia ami France have each 
deputed an officer to carry on the ad- 
ministration. 

" ' Prince Titan's residence has been 
burned down by the Japanese. 

■' ' The Japanese naval detachment 
which guarded the Japanese legation 
list during the siege live killed and 
eight wounded. 

" ' The Japanese forces which now 
occupy the imperial palace have rescued 
foreign and native Christians from 
their confinement.' " 

Washington, Aug. 2."..— Tile important 
development in the Chinese situation 
was tin.' decision of the government not 
to send any more troops to China. All 
the troops now at sea amount to about 
-1.000. together with those under orders 
for service in the Far East which have 
not sailed, amounting to about 3,000 
more, will be sent to Manila. These 
troops will sail by the same route, and 
upon touching at Nagasaki will go on 
to Manila, unless there are new devel- 
opments in China. Secretary Root said 
to-day that no more troops were being 
sent to China because they were not 
needed. With the arrival at Taku of 
the Hancock and the troops she car- 
ried, Gen. Chaffee will have 5.000 avail- 
able men, which is deemed sufficient 
for all present purposes. The announce- 
ment of the diversion of troops is made 
in the following bulletin, which was 
posted at the war department this 
evening: 

" The government has decided that, 
unless required by future developments, 
no further troops are to be sent to 
China. Orders have accordingly been 
cabled to Nagasaki for the Mead, which 
is due there to-day with four troops of 
the Third Cavalry, four companies of 
the loth Infantry, and Company "E" 
Battalion of Engineers, to proceed 
directly to Manila. Similar orders will 
be given to the other troops which are 
under orders for China via Nagasaki." 

A despatch was received from Gen, 
Chaffee to-day, dated Pekin, August IS, 
which was not in response to the re- 
quest sent him a few days ago to report 
the conditions and requirements. (Jen. 
Chaffee did not report further fighting 
in Pekin, and for that reason the 
Washington officials feel assured that 
hostilities in the Chinese capital have 
ceased. Gen. Chaffee reported the tele- 
graph line which was constructed by 
the signal corps from Tien Tsin to 
Pekin, is frequently interrupted, being 
cut, probably by hostile Chinese. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 2."!. — (Jen. I.ine- 
viteh, commander of the Russian troops 
in the province of Pe Chi Li. tele- 
graps to the minister of war as follows: 

"At 2 o'clock on the morning of Aug- 
ust It our tronnrf stormed the eastern 
gate of Pekin and were the first to enter 
tho city. 

"The Russian Mag was the first hoist- 
ed on the walls. The bombardment of 
the gate lasted 14 hours. The Russians 
then scaled ami occupied the wall. The 
Chinese, however, still held the ob- 
servatory and other towers, from which 
they subjected our troops to a heavy 
enfilading fire until our infantry forced 
them to leave their positions. Our 
losses were: Killed. Col. Antikoff and 
22 men: wounded. Gen. Wasibovski. 
Col. Modi and live Other officers and 
10" men. 

" In the meanwhile the allied troops 
stormed ami captured another gate ami 
entered the city. 

"We found the imperial government 
had lied anil that 1 he legations were in 
great straits." 

The despatch com-ludes with describ- 
ing the recent attacks mi the legations. 
During the siege the inmates of the 
Russian legation had ."> men killed and 
20 wounded. 

Tokio. Aug. 21.— (Tuesday)— Accord- 
ing to despatches received here from 
Pekin, the Japanese troops sent to 
occupy the imperial palace on August 
1"i had to fiirhl all day because they re- 
frained from bombarding the palace. 
Thus a decisive action was impossible. 
On the Kith, however, they occupied the 
principal gates of the palace, the city 
being nearly cleared of the eiiemv.

"Famine distress appalling; thousands 
will die of starvation unless rescued. 
■Money is needed to buy both food am] 
blankets. The suffering from lack of 
clothing is terrible. Cholera is still 
active. The condition of destitute 
women and destitute children is especi- 
ally pitiable. Many boys and giris are 
in heartrending need."

From Mafeking 



Harry Brennan Who Drove the 
Armored Train Reached 
Home Yesterday. 

Had a Couple of Narrow Es- 
capes During the Long 

Siege. 



The first Victorian to return home 
after fighting for the Empire's cause in 
South Africa was Harry S. Breunan, 
formerly an engine driver of the Esqui- 
mau & Nannimo railway. He re- 
tained yesterday after an absence of 
four years, and he had an interesting 
story to tell, for he was one of those 
who defended Mafeking during those 
eight trying months in which its scant 
garrison repelled the attacks of Cronje 
and afterwards Snymau and bis host o£ 
Boers. Mr. Brennan was driving one 
of tlie locomotives of the lfechuunnlanil 
railway when the war broke out, and 
reached Mafeking on October 12— the 
day before its investment by the Boerw 
began. Two hours after bis engine 
came to a standstill in Mafeking it was 
reported that the wires had been cut in 
both directions. 

Mr. Brennan remained in Mafeking 
from then until June 10 — a month after 
the relief — and came home via Cape- 
town and England. lie had a very 
narrow escape from being killed, and 
brought with him the bullet which 
nearly killed him as a relic. The Man 
bullet passed through hi 



brought a Martini bullet which 
flattened itselr on a rock beside him. 

Mr. Brennan drove the armored train, 
and when the track bail been demol- 
ished be donned his bandolier and 
fought with the railway division in all 
the engagements of the siege. He says 
had it not been for a Cape policeman 
and u German who served the Maxims 
when seven of the forty defenders of 
Gannon Kopje had been killed and 
thirty wounded, that point, which com- 
manded the city, would have fallen and 
Mafeking have been nt the mercy of 
the Boers. 

This was about the closest shave the 
city had, except a few days before the 
relief, when Eloff and 700 of bis men 
got in, but were afterwards captured. 
There was great cheering that night— 
ns much as when the relief arrived, 
seven days later. 

Mr. Brennan brought some of the 
bread served during the siege — a little 
piece about an inch square — which bad 
to answer for n meal. He also brought 
a number of pieces or shell, cartridges 
and other mementoes of the siege. He 
was the only British Columbian in 
Mafeking during the siege.

FRENZIED AKRON. 

People Burn the Town Hall Because of 
Failure to Lynch a Negro. 

Akron, Aug. 23.— As a result of last 
night's rioting, one person is dead, 
one more will die, twenty others are 
more or less injured, and fully a million 
dollars in property lias gone up in smoke. 

Tile city hall is totally destroyed, the 
Columbia building, adjoining, is a heap 
of ashes, and several smaller frame build- 
ings in the vicinity are In rains. 

The destruction was wrought by tin 
wild mob which held possession of the 
city from dark last night until aluius. 
dawn this morning, in frenzied endeavors 
to find a negro named Beck, charged, 
with assaulting a six-year-old girl.. 

It is estimated to-day that the mob 
was composed of not less than 1,500 men. 
Soldiers patrolled the streets today. The 
city is quiet. 

Throughout yesterday afternoon there 
were ominous mutterings, which grew 
more pronounced as night approached. 
The authorities did everything in their 
power to quiet public feeling. Neverthe- 
less! an immense crowd gathered around 
the jail where Louis Beck, the alleged 
negro rapist, was confined, and soon the 
cry ■•Lynch the nigger" was on every 
tongue. 

Meantime the authorities hud quickly 
removed 'reck and another negro, a 
prisoner, from the jail, and sent them to 
Cleveland in the custody of two deputy 
sheriffs. 

The mob, however, would not believe 
that the man had been taken away, and 
:is the night wore on the fury of the 
rioters increased, eventually culminating 
in an assault shortly after midnight on 
the court eouse and later on the city 
hail. Immense charges of dynamite were 
placed under the city hall and county 
buildings, and then to complete its work 
the mob applied the torch. 

Appeals were sent to the governor at 
Columbus for troo|>s and also to Cleve- 
land. The mayor said that he called on 
tho 8th Regiment, National Guard Co., 
in Akron, but the captain had refused 
to get his men out. The mob had the 
Akron policemen penned in the city build- 
ing and were about to set fire to it. 

At 10 o'clock in the morning the officers 
who had been penned up in the city build, 
ing for two hours escaped through the 
rear window and ran for their lives. 

Akron, O., Aug. 2:).— With the ap- 
proach of dawn tlie mob, which had pos- 
session of the city throughout the night, 
melted away and when the sun arose 
the streets presented their usual appear- 
ance. At (J o'clock a; company of tlie 
Eighth Ohio regiment nrrived on a spe- 
cial train from Canton, and was at once 
marched to the 'scene of. the night's riot- 



ing. They were placed on guard around 
the building, but found little to do. 

Only the Hume-scarred walls remain of 
the city hall, and great heaps of ashes 
marl: the site of Columbia hall, which 
stood next to the city building. Groups 
of firemen are pouring water into the 
smouldering ruins.

To Build.

Lord Bute has been twenty years at 
the construction of a princely seat in the 
Island of Bute, but not until the chapel 
now almost completed, is ready, will Mt. 
Stuart he truly finished for all future 
generations. The entrance hall of the 
house has alone cost $1)00,000. Monolith 
columns of rare and beautiful marble 
support the nrendeO gallery, which, in 
its turn, is rich in marble and bronze, 
and blazes with blue and fawn color and 
gold. The floor is like that of the Colcn- 
un Palace in Home — huge blocks of pur- 
ple porphyry and marble of infinite var- 
iety and hues and markings.

THE WAR. 

Until yesterday we bud beard nothing 
oC Buller since his occupation of Ermelo 
was announced, and the subsequent 
uurreuder of several lrundred of tb.fi 
enemy. Wo pointed out then that be 
-would doubtless advance northward 1 
us to co-operate with the force thai is 
moving eastward along the Netherlands 
railway towards Maeuadodorp. Yester- 
day's news showed this to be correct. 
He has reached a point 15 miles south 
of Belfast, which is a station on tin 
railway about 20 miles west of Botha' 
headquarters. Struthcouu's Horse ar 
with Buller, 

The disintegration of Dewet's com- 
mando lias begun in earnest. On Tues- 
day ho had started south across the 
Slagaliesberg with a small force. The 
JVIagaliesberg is a range of hills run- 
ning westward from the neighborhood 
of Pretoria. Dewet has a remarkable 
faculty of moving quickly, but it ought 
to be possible to intercept him, although, 
if his force only numbers 300 men. lie 
may be able to elude pursuit by making 
a detour to the west. Baden-Powell 
defeated Grobler on Tuesday and occu 
pier Pinaar's River station. This is 
about 40 miles north of Pretoria and is 
on the railway extending to Piotersburg 
in the northern part of the Transvanl. 
Grobler is evidently aiming to join 
Botha, but he is a long way from 
Machadodorp, the distance in a direct 
line across country being 160 milt 
Steyn is believed to have left Dewet 
and to bo endeavoring to join Kruger. 
He has about 150 miles to cover before 
he reaches his destination, and is likely 
to be very hotly pursued. 

This news is all very satisfactory, 
but the fact that a party of Boers has 
damaged the railway south of New- 
castle shows the trouble small maraud- 
ing bands may cause. It will be neces- 
sary for Roberts to punish severely 
those who are found guilty of acts of 
this kind. Warfare is on,' thing; but 
mere wanton destruction of properly is 
quite another. 



THE RIGHTS OF THE PRESS. 

A question was raised in the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the cir- 
cumstances in connection with the call- 
ing out of the militia at the recent 
fishermen's trouble at Steveston. .'lis to 
the right of it reporter of the Colonist 
to be present and hear the evidence. 
The decision was finally reached to per- 
mit him to attend. It was evidently 
the desire of the majority of the com- 
mittee to hold its session with closed 
doors. 

The rights of the press in a matter 
M tin* kind are the rights of the public, 
and the Colonist reporter for the lime 
being represented the public. If lie 
ynight bo excluded, all other persons 
might be; if he might he admitted, ihe 
doors could not be closed to any one. 
Public opinion will sustain the reporter 
In insisting on his right, and will sup- 
port the decision finally reached by the 
committee. It is very undesirable that 
an inquiry of this nature should be con- 
ducted with closed doons. These are 
days in which "a fierce light beats upon 
the throne " itself, and concealment of 
matters of grave public interest will not 
be tolerated, no matter what fictions 
may have come down from the past 
about the press only being admitted by 
stiff ranee to the deliberations of legis- 
lative bodies. 

We do not wish to be understood as 
complaining of those members of the 
committee who thought the inquiry 
should be private. That was their 
opinion, but when they found it was 
not sustainable they very graceful ly 
withdrew their opposition. We men- 
tion the matter only for the purpose of 
drawing attention to the fact that the

house and its committer- are public 
bodies, dealing, with pubty; questions, 
and that, except in very special circum- 
stances, their deliberations must be 
open to the public. Slueh hnrm fre- 
quently results from concealment, but 
little ever comes from publicity con- 
cerning public affairs. Perhaps of all 
mutters that can be referred to a com- 
mittee of the house none ought to he 
considered more openly than that which 
this committee has iu hand. 



REDISTRIBUTION. 

It would not have been natural for Mr. 
J. C. Brown to have permitted the ses- 
sion to pass without moving a resolution 
looking to redistribution. This has been 
a hobby of the honorable gentleman for 
some years, and we very frankly concede 
that there i.s a groat deal in what he says. 
The representation of the people is not 
equitably distributed between the sever- 
al parts of the province, and will have to 
he readjusted from time to time. Proba- 
bly we will never, within the lifetime of 
any member of the present house, reach 
a distribution that will be perfectly equit- 
able. The province is steadily filling tip 
with people, and the fairest plan that 
can be devised in any year is certain to 
be unfair before a second election can 
be held under it. 

The Finance Minister stated that the 
government fully recognized the neces- 
sity of action, but thought it premature 
to deal with it pending Ihe census, which 
is to be taken next year. This will, we 
think, be accepted as a reasonable view 
of tile case by the public generally, who 
will understand that, although .Mr. 
Brown's resolution was net carried, be- 
fore another appeal its made to the people, 
the distribution of representation will be 
taken up. Speaking lor ourselves, we 
may express the view thai the people of 
Ihe province must look forward to a 
steady increase in the number of mem- 
bers of the legislature. 



AM USING REQUESTS. 

A certain municipality, which shall be 
nameless, has preferred a series of re- 
quests to "the .Members of the Commit- 
tee ot the Municipal Clauses Act." The 
suggestions are four in number, one of 
them being for a verbal change iu the 
Municipal Clauses Act. Another is thai 
municipal councillors may bo permitted 
to accept witness fees for attondini 
court in cases where the municipality i 
involved. If this i.s not a dark con 
spirncy to enable members of the council 
to make a fair day's wage for a fail- 
day's loafing, it is deserving of more or 
less serious consideration. Anoth 
quest is that "members of a municipal 
council may accept salary for profession 
al services us City Solicitor, Health Olll 
ccr or Engineer.'' To the unprejudiced 
outsider, it would seem as if a locality 
could not find men within its limits to 
fill these o fit cos without taking members 
of the council, or vice versa, there would 
exist at least a colorable doubt if il 
ought to lie incorporated. In the intel 
est of good municipal government w 
should feel called upon to oppose such 
suggestion, if any attempt were made t 
insert such a law. But it is the remain- 
ing proposal of this municipality which is 
calculated to contribute to the gaiety of 
nations. The municipality asks to be al 
lowi d to exempt from taxation for a 
period of thirty years any company that 
will erect a smelter within one miles of 
the city limits. Sir Boyle Roche has ev 
dently some descciidents in this niunh 
pality. It is proposed to exempt from 
taxation on property which the munici 
pality could not fax any way. A pro 
posal to relieve a company from taxes 
that it would never be called upon t 
pay certainly hats I he merit of novel!) 
"Thank you for nothing," would ho the 
company's answer. 



CAVALRY HORS1 



The war in South Africa has proved 
among other things that the usefulness 
ot the heavy cavalry horse is passing 
away. It is easy to suggosl conditions 
uinler which large mounts are invaluable. 
If a campaign were carried on iu any 
country of Continental Europe, it might 
be advisable to have heavy horses, espe- 
cially for the purpose of action at close 
quarters. A thousand horsemen, mount- 
ed on animals of would probably 
readily break their way through an equal 
number of men on 11 .2 horses. This was 
shown at least once during the Crimean 
war, and othei .illustrations can be cited. 
But cavalry operations in the immediate 
future, so far as our own nation is con- 
cerned, are not likely to be undertaken 
under such conditions as exist in Europe. 
Cavalry will hereafter hi' called up- 
on to act in regions where food and wa- 
ter are scarce, and horses will be used 
mori as a means of locomotion than as 
actual lighting material. Cavalry and 
mounted infantry will ride into action, 
and, in the majority of cases, will dis- 
mount and fight under cover. The days 
of hand to hand lighting have not quite 
passed, but they are becoming the ex- 
ceptional features of campaigns. 

The regulation cavalry horse of the 
British army is a heavy animal, with a 
good deal of thoroughbred blood in him. 
lie is a handsome animal and full of 
spirit. For show purposes he cannot he 
surpassed, For evolutions under the con- 
ditions hitherto existing in warfare, he 
was an ideal animal. But he is not adapt- 
ed to the now demands of military oper- 
ations. In the first place, there is no 
doubt that thoroughbred blood, though 
admirably adapted for the purposes for 
which thoroughbreds are' raised, require 
very careful treatment and fail rapidly 
whim circumstances are arduous. They 
crops admirably with stock of bnserblooil 
and. produce animals, which for various 
purposes are invaluable'. But the thor- 
oughbred needs favorable conditions to he 
at his host. Generations of cure have 
'produced an at.ima! which is" almost per- 



feet in its type, hut the type is not one 
that does well undor conditions where 
feed is short, water is scarce and ex- 
tremes of temperature must be endured. 
The delicate organism of the thorough- 
bred will not stand this, ami that the 
half-bred animal inherits this quality of 
its sire has been shown by the terribly 
long death roll among our horses in South 
Africa. 

The animal, which seems now to be 
most iu favor, is not more than 14.2, and 
has been bred under conditions which 
evolve that description of stamina, which 
enables it to put up with little fodder and 
of poor quality at that. To secure such 
horses it is recommended by excellent 
authority that mares, which may be call- 
ed ponies, should be bred to Arab sires. 
The Arab horse is the product of cen- 
turies of development under arduous con- 
ditions, and the result is a medium-sized, 
tough and courageous animal. By cour- 
age is meant that quality which lends 
an animal to stand up under hard work, 
with little to eat or drink. It is recom- 
mended that the British government 
should take up thiis matter and establish 
breeding farms, and it has been suggested 
that Canada furnishes advantages in this 
respect, which cannot bo surpassed. In 
this connection we think it advisable to 
draw attention to the adaptability of a 
very considerable area in central British 
Columbia for this purpose. Wilfrid 
Sen won Blunt, writing on this subject in 
the Nineteenth Century, says that the 
conditions most to be desired are scant 
foo.l and a variety of it, hot summers 
and brief, sharp winters. Scant food is 
desirable in order that animals wil! learn 
to put up with short commons if neces 
Miry. Variety of food is desirable, !>••- 
cause it accustoms t In? stomach of th 
animal to digest various plants. Ex- 
tremes of climate are desirable because 
such extremes are almost certain to be 
met with during campaigns, Mr. Blunt 
says the winter ought to be severe enough 
to cause the horse to put on a heavy eon 
of hair. 

We submit to the Minister of Agricul 
tare that he might with advantage brin; 
under the notice of the War Depart 
men! the adaptability of a portion of Ihi. 
province to the purposes, which the mil 
itary authorities arc said to have in con- 
templation.

Does advertising pay? The question 
seems a somewhat superfluous one. in 
view of the fact that column after 
column of advertisements appear each 
morning in the Colonist, for the inser- 
tion of which the merchants of Victoria 
put up their good shekels without a 
murmur. 

But the question is nil interesting one, 
nevertheless.

subscribers."

Cameron said he hail been using the 
columns of the Colonist for a period of 
10 venrs. and had always found the 
results obtained from the insertion of 
business announcements highly satis- 
factory. "I have," said he, "seen 
direct and immediate results from ad- 
vertising in the Colonist, especially 
when any particular line of goods or 
sale was advertised.

What with 
guide-books in which most information of 
this kind can be compendiously and lumin- 
ously stored; what with a couple of hundred 
suave hotel clerks leaning over counters 
anxious to Impart that very sort of knowl- 
edge, one would think such an expenditure 
entirely unnecessary, but It seems that these 
cities ilnd It pay, or think It will.

The Supplementary Estimates 
Presented In the House 
Last Night. 



Appropriations for a New House 
for the Lieutenant 
Governor. 



The feature o£ yesterday's proceed- 
ings in the legislature was the bringing 
down of the supplementary estimates. 
Introduced during the evening when the 
galleries— and particularly the ladies' 
gallery— were well tilled, the short 
speeches ou the various items occasioned 
much interest for a couple of hours. 
The fair visitors of the capital thought 
with the joy of a pleasure anticipated 
of a Government House that is to be, 
for which $:50,000 had been appreciat- 
ed, while the cooler calculators taw the 
interests of the province advanced by 
grants of JflO.tMJO for a Bad Boys' 
Home in Vancouver and .^0,000 for the 
hospital at New Westmiuster. The 
wants of Kooteuay were fairly met, too, 
and all that was Jacking in the general 
harmony of the province was a bridge 
across the Fraser up in the .high alti- 
tude of Chilcotin. Of the other mutters 
up yesterday, Mr. Brown's attempt to 
throw an apple of Paris, in the shape of 
the redistribution question, iuto the 
chamber proved barren, and as an in- 
opportune measure was voted down out' 
of sight, while the referendum legis- 
lation of that same member was ruled 
out of order as subversive of the con- 
stitution and " revolutionary to au ex- 
treme." 

Key. W. L. Clay said prayers at the 
legislature yesterday afteruoon, after 
which the petitions from Chilliwaek re- 
specting the Coast to Kooteuay railway, 
and from Litlooot regarding the Mining 
Act, were read. 

Mr. Brown then moved a resolution, 
which was seconded by Mr. Mclnnes, 
urging the government to bring down 
forthwith a new measure of redistribu- 
tion. He had been returned to the house 
on a former occasion upon thin very ques- 
tion, and although for 10 years he had 
had little to do with it, he thought atten- 
tion might well be called to the anomalies 
at preseut existing. For example, one 
gentleman sitting in this house represent- 
ed u constituency having some 202 votes, 
another one having 1,000, and another a 
city with 2,601 votes. Another city, 
with 3,002 votes, has also four members. 
These glaring anomalies were inseparable 
to the growing stage of a new country, 
and so rearrangement and adjustment 
from time to time was necessary, al- 
though he would not advocate anything 
like a mathematically equal or a ehesa 
board system of redistribution. The cir- 
cumstances of the various constituencies 
were such as'- often to entitle one to 
somewhat more representation than an- 
other. He advocated that the matter be? 
taken in hand without further delay, as 
otherwise they might not have a chance 
to do so. Dissentions might arise, as 
was the case with the last government, 
but one, and so an election come on with- 
out provision having been made for a 
more equal system of representation. 

Hon. Mr. Turner considered that the 
time was most inopportune for such a 
mutter to be brought up. The end of the 
session was rapidly approaching and the 
members were not desirous of devoting 
their time to such a discussion at the 
present time. It was perfectly true that 
certain- anomalies did exist in the present 
system of representation of the province. 
With new towns springing up in different 
parts of the province this was inevitable. 
However, there was no immediate need 
of this matter being taken up. The pres- 
ent government was a strong one, no 
clouds affected its horizon and a general 
election was a long way off. This was a 
good thing, too, as the recent election 
had cost the province over $100,000. The 
people, too, had bad quite enough of elec- 
tions and they wanted the public business 
to be properly advanced. Again, a reso- 
lution such as this is of little use unless 
it i< promptly acted upon. To do this 
was not opportune at the present time, as 
if a little patience were exercised the 
Dominion government census, which 
would be taken next year, could be util- 
ized in dealing with the subject. The 
iast redistribution measure had, too, 
been quite recent, so late indeed as 1898, 
when additional members for Kooteuay, 
Vancouver and Cnesiar had been added. 
After the census the matter could come 
up and be properly disposed of. 

Mr. Mclnnes was very pleased to hear 
the hon. minister acknowledge that some 
anomalies did exist, but he thought that 
an effort should be made to heal it at 
one. 1 . Regarding the census, it would 
not very likely be taken before next 
March, and so "nothing could be done 
until the session after the next one. If, 
however, the government would agree to 
bring a measure down next session, he 
would consent to have the resolution 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Curtis did not agree with Hon. Mr. 
Turner, that the present was not the pro- 
per time to right this grievance. In 
Kootenay it was a constant source of 
complaint that they were not given their 
rights. He considered, too, that the 
government consisted of such a combin- 
ation that Its future was by no means 
well assured. . After the present arrange- 
ment had come to an end. the government 
might itself dissolve, and share the fate 
of the Semlin administration. As a Brit- 
ish eititen, he cluimcd n fair share in 
the representation. For some time past 
the interior had not received its rights, 
in fact, uot one measure had ever treated 
it equitably. He had advocated at the 
hustings a new measure based not only 
upon population, but also having some 
regard to the area of the Tidings, iind he 
would now urge the same upon the house. 
He considered that some relief should bo 



granted immediately, and after the tak- 
ing of the census any legitimate correc- 
tions should be made. Regarding his 
own riding, it should be divided into 
three at least, with centres at ltosslund, 
Grand Forks and Trail. 

Mr. McPhillipa here raised the ques- 
tion of wasting time, and held that so 
soon as the census was taken would be 
plenty of time for the taking up of this 
matter. 

Mr. Hunter showed by reference to the 
various other provinces that similar in- 
equalities existed elsewhere. Even in the 
province of Manitoba in 1801 a gentleman 
called Joseph Martin had represented 
Portage hi Prairie when it possessed 
only TOO votes. Of course that gentleman 
could not be the present leader of the 
opposition, us lie would not sit when so 
great an inequality existed as did in the 
case of Centre Winnipeg, which for 
2,700 votes had but one member. 

Mr. Martin— Those figures are wrong. 

Mr. Hunter— Well, you cannot quarrel 
with me; you must quarrel with the 
ligures in this hand book. 

Mr. Brown then explained that he 
would have introduced his resolution at 
an earlier day but that certain informa- 
tion for which he had asked had been 
late in coming down. If the government 
would agree to bring in a measure next 
session he would he only too glad to with, 
draw the motion. So far as the census 
was concerned, it must be remembered, 
too, that its figures did not follow the pro- 
vincial sub-divisions of the country, and 
in a former instance had been seriously 
objected to by the gentlemen opposite, 

The motion was then lost on division 
by 24 to 10. 

Mr. Oliver then took the chair, and the 
committee resumed its labors upon Mr. 
Curtis' Mechanics Lien hill. Various 
amendments extending the right to the 
workers in mines were introduced as well 
as various other matters, and after a 
lengthy consideration, the hill was re- 
I>orted to be again printed. 

Mr. Helmcken then presented a vol- 
uminous report from the municipal com- 
uminus report from the municipal coin- 
suggestions of the Victoria city council, 
also of the bills of Messrs. Mclnnes and 
Oliver. It was taken as read and re- 
ceived. 

In moving the second reading of the 
Deceased Workmen's bill, Mr. Curtis ex- 
plained the sections of the measure. Very 
frequently when employers of labor have 
trouble with their employees they often 
send elsewhere for laborers, without ad- 
vising the latter of the strike or other 
trouble in progress at the work. This he 
would make punishable, and in doing so, 
claimed to only extend the principle of 
the Dominion Alien Labor law. He then 
told the story of one or two such lots of 
laborers who had been taken into the 
Kootenay during the strike up there. 

The house received the measure in 
chilly silence. No one spoke on it, and 
the second reading was negatived on the 
following division:

Mr. Speaker then saw o'clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Upon Mr. Speaker taking the chair at 
8:30 o'clock, the Hon Mr. Turner pre- 
sented the supplementary estimates. The 
consideration of them, amounting in nil 
to $132,003.50, was deferred to a later 
hour in the evening. 

On the second reading of the bill re- 
specting grants in - aid of private enter- 
prises, Mr. BrownSfexpluilied that it sim- 
ply extended to provincial affairs the 
provisions already in force in the muni- 
cipalities, conferring the rght of the peo- 
ple to vote directly upon all subsidies to 
be given by the government to any pro- 
motors or promoting corporations. This 
would protect the people from the acts 
of the government in all these cases in 
which grants were given contrary to the 
express desire of the people. Besides 
protecting the people it would also pro- 
tect the government from grasping cor- 
porations. It would be of especial use 
in preserving the assets of the province. 

Mr. Helmcken— What is parliament 
for? 

Mr. Hunter— Never mind him; let him 
go on. 

Mr Brown, continuing, spoke at some 
length upon tlx? referendum principle and 
took his seat. 

Mr. McPhillipa raised a point of order 
against the bill, as affecting public lands 
and property, and so for that reason not 
being such a bill as a private member 
might introduce. It interfered also with 
the rights contained in the Constitution 
Act. 

I No one spoke to the point, and after 
a few minutes' waiting it was ruled that 
the point Was well taken. A more ser- 
ious objection lay, however, in another 
| point, which was that even the govera- 
| merit itself could not introduce. Such 
1 a bill would divest the government of 
responsibilities placed upon it by the B. 
N A. Act, responsibilities of wliich the., 
had not the right nor the power to divest 
themselves. It would he quite a revolu- 
tionary matter, and while possibly it 
would be representative government, it 
certainly would be robbing the country 
of responsible government. 

Upon a message from the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the Hon. Mr. Prentice intro- 
duced a bill vesting the title to the "Dis- 
covery" claim, in Atlin, in the discover 
ers, Fred. Miller and Kenneth McLaren 
The bill was received in committee and 
reported to the house. 

Upon the house going into the commit 
tee of supply, Mr. Hunter complained 
that no provision had been made for n 
bridge across the Frnser at Chilcotin, 
ThiK complaint was emphasized by refer 
enee to certain grants in Kootennv, as 
also to another grant, one of $30,000 for 
n Government. House in Victoria. He 
did not begrudge this item, but' he wished 
to point out that no statutory right ex- 
isted for providing such a residence us 
this. In this connection he thought that 
I His Honor was not paid nearly enough 
| by the Dominion government and hoped 
i that the government would make due re- 
! presentation to Ottawa to that effect 
l He wanted, too, to have that bridge at 
I Chilcotin. 

I Hon. Mr. Turner replied that he had 
not heard of this bridge .until a day or 
two ago, but if it was 60 important a 



work the house would do well to take 
some steps at an early date regarding the 
matter. He was glad, however, to hear 
the senior member from Cariboo speak 
so kindly of the high office of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. It was notoriously the 
fact that the allowance to His Honor 
was not what it should be. Situated at 
the gateway of the seas, the office entail- 
ed a great deal of entertaining, much 
more so than in many other places. This 
was much augmented to by the fact that 
the naval and military stations were lo- 
cated so near the Capital. 

Mr. McPhillipa said it was not fair to 
see the Lieutenant-Governors in the oth- 
er provinces get $10,000, while here but 
$9,000 was paid, and that in spite of the 
fact that living was much more expen- 
sive. The case of the judges was to the 
same point. 

Mr. Stables raised an objection lieeanse 
the puck trull from Atlin to Bennett had 
not been provided for. This work was a 
most necessary one, providing as It would a 
mail route Into Atlin during a season when 
It was almost entirely cut off from the 
rest of the world. 

Mr. Oliver reminded the house of an un- 
completed road to his rldffig. Upon It tlie 
municipality had expended about ?;(,000 and 
was now waiting for some time past for 
a similar expenditure on the part of tli 
government, 

lion. Mr. McBride explained that tli 
Delta road hud been undertaken upon .i 
new system by a former government. While 
looking cheap on lt» face, the government 
wanted to look Into the matter and It was 
hoped at uu early date to make some ar- 
rangement for the completion of this 
wort, 

Mr. Helmcken congratulated the govern- 
ment upon Its liberal policy regarding the 
grant to u government house. This was 
all the more befitting from the fact that 
tills great province requires that such a resi- 
dence to be la keeping with Its dignity. 

He Wfls glad to see a further grant of 
$1,000 towards the building ot hospital.-, 
and charities. It was one of the best ways 
of spending money that could be found, ami 
hoped to soon see the hospital system ex- 
tended tn every riding In the province. 

The motion then passed and the house 
proceeded to consider the estimates. Of 
these the majority were small sums, but 
the llrsi ot the larger ones, that of $1,.S00 
salary for a new official to Inspect and re- 
vise the assessment rolls. 

Hon. Mr. Turner pointed out that by tills 
means It was hoped that a greater equality 
In taxation would be obtained and besides 
that a great deal more revenue would reach 
the treasury. Koine years ago a govern- 
ment auditor had been appointed, and with 
excellent results, and a good appointment 
In the present Instance should be equally 
beneOvial. 

Mr. Green objected to the Item, holding 
that a local man must know much more 
about proper assessment than a travelling 
stranger. 

Mr. Martin thought the Idea was an 
ccllent one and urged that a proper and 
competent man be given the office. The 
same official might also do good work In 
looking up the returns from timber and 
timber leases. All such Institutions as 
bunks and large corporations had an In- 
specting system, such us this, and found 
It work admirably. The Item then car- 
ried. 

Under an additional vote of $lo,00o to 
hospllalB and charities, Mr. Stables 
turned thanks for a grant of (M0 in aid 
of a resident physclau at Atlin. On the 
vote of $0,000 to assist in building hos- 
pitals, the same member made an earnest 
plea for an appropriation from this sura In 
aid of St. Andrew's hospital la Atlin. A 
reference to the fact that this was a Tres 
byterian institution, Mr. Martin urged that 
the fact of a hospital being a deuouilnn 
tlonal affair should uot stop It from re 
cclvlng some assistance from tbe govern- 
ment, so long us their doors were open to 
the general public. He did not see why 
a Presbyterian or a Roman Catholic hos- 
pital should not receive help here as they 
do In many other parts of Canada. 

The $:iO,000 grant to the rebuilding of 
Government House. Victoria, brought Mr. 
Oliver to his feet. Pointing to the deficit 
of about $l>00,0<>0 for this year, he contend- 
ed that the bouse should not lend Itself 
to such an unproductive work as the on, 
Intended here. 

Mr. Helmcken and several other gentle 
men spoke In favor of the vote, which vat 
then carried. 

I!|M)ii the estimate of $10,000 towards 
the construction of a reformatory at 
Vuncouver, it was announced that the 
present institution in Vancouver should) 
be closed up. 

An additional grant of $2,000 to the 
board of health was shown to be in- 
tended to meet certain unpaid bills aris- 
ing out of the smallpox scare at Nelson. 

Last but one in the estimates came 
one for $3,1)00 for a mining and water 
commission. This was opposed by 
" fourteen words '' from Mr. Houston. 
The mining commission was worse than 
nonsense, but that money spent on the 
assay office at Victoria would enable 
bullion difficulties to be settled here and 
save the country from the alien arbi- 
trators of Denver or San Francisco. 
Mr. Martin construed the vote into n 
menace to the eight-hour law, but on 
the Minister of Mines again repudiating 
this the item was carried. 

The sum or $4-).7. r )0 was then voted 
to pay the debts of the province left an 
an heirloom to the present administra- 
tion, and the consideration of the de- 
tails thereof was loft over to to-day. 

The bill to regulate labor which Air, 
Helmcken had introduced was then con- 
sidered in committee. Messrs. Cur'is 
and Mclnnes spent an hour or two of- 
fering amendments, hut these were 
voted down, and soon after midnight 
the committee reported the bill com- 
plete.

knowing also of the manv years of self- 
denying labor you have devoted to the 
welfare of the people la various parts of 
Ch'na— It Is with much pleasure that I offer 
you this testimony on the eve of your de- 
parture for the United States. 

"I have admired the bold and tireless en- 
ergy with which your have faced the dlfll 
cultlcs of your present task. It Is unfor- 
tunately true that suspicion, prejudice aud 
self-sufficiency ure peculiar traits of edu- 
cated Chiuese, especially noticeable la their 
estimation of other countries— perhaps bo- 
cause of the Isolation of China from West- 
ern Influences for so many centuries; but 
whatever may be the case, the lamentable 
fact Is seen In the present backward state 
of China among the nations of the world. 

"The social, educational aud official sys- 
tems of Chlnu have tended to give to thi 
educated classes control of the destinies o£ 
the nation. Whether such a monopoly of 
power be good or bad need not now be 
considered; It exists, and the practical ques- 
tion is bow to turn It Into beneficent and 
useful channels. 

"You have set about solving this problem 
In a wuy that should commend Itself to 
every friend of humanity. Unquestionably, 
If you can give to the blind leaders of our 
people light and learning enjoyed In the 
West, they, In turn, will lead our people 
out of their darkness. I think I may claim 
to have many friends In the United States, 
where you now go. The cordial reception 
1 met with wherever I went made a deep 
Impression upon my heart, and has greatly 
endeared your people to me. If It would 
Interest them to know that I regard you 
highly and will give you a helping hand In 
your future efforts to bring more light into 
the world and encourage higher alms or 
aspirations, you may use for that purpose 
this letter from your friend, 

"LI HUNG CHANG, 
"Senior Guardian of the Heir Apparent; 
Classical Reader to His Majesty the 
Emperor; Senior Grand Secretary of 
State; Minister of the Foreign Office, 
uud Earl of the First Rank."

The people are too conservative uud 
too poor to do any large trade with foreign 
nations; they will adhere to their baud- 
loom made clothes, made at wages so low 
that the power looms even cannot compete 
with." That was In 1801, nearly forty 
years ago, and If tbe trade was to come, It 
ought to have shown signs of It by this 
time. 

The Seattle Tost-lntelllgencer of the 10th 
last, gives a carefully prepared and well 
arranged table of the principal articles Im- 
ported by China from different countries.

AERIAL WAR MACHINES. 

Their Limitations in Use Against an 
Enemy 

From the Spectator. 

Clearly their is no reason :1s yet for 
the alarm which has often been excited 
by the accounts of successful experiments 
with regard to war machines. There is, 
to begin with, no grand secret in the 
matter, nothing which nn evil-minded 
capitalist or ambitious government could 
use while right-minded capitalists or gov- 
ernments remained ignorant how to 
manufacture the new weapon. Any one 
with the means could build a similar 
aerial ship just as he could build a gun- 
boat, and the richer the state the more 
of such machines it could keep at its 
disposal. They will be very costly to 
build, they will take time in building, 
and thev can hardly, when governments 
are once awake to their existence, be 
built in perfect secrecy. Certainly none 
could build them without official oliser- 
vntion, a final check upon anarchists, 
who moreover, never possess much cap- 
ital. 

The machines cannot carry large 
bodies of men or large quantities of am- 
munition, and we may, we think, lay 
aside the idea of their use for a sudden 
and great invasion as impracticable. 
They would not be more useful for raid 
than heavily armed cruisers are. If the 
recently passed rules against dropping 
dynamite from balloons were disregard- 
ed thev might effect a certain amount of 
destruction, but not of the kind which 
governments seek for becuuse it will help 
on conquest. For similar reasons the 
chance of the Zeppelin machine greatly 
furthering the relief or storm of be- 
leaguered places may be put out of the 
mind. It could help in one way, as we 
shall directly point out, but not in the 
way of carrying reinforcements or food 
for' a population, or of carrying away a 
beleaguered garrison. Sir Kedvers Bai- 
ler, for example, could not have cleared 
Lndymuith by tin' use of such machines, 
or even have removed the sick. As for 
conquests in the air. the "grappling of 
aerial navies in blue." that would, even 
dream were realized, make little 
11 government* equally pos- 
sessing the machines, and the chances 
with cruisers in the air being the same as

DB. JIM'S COOLNESS. 

How He Managed to Stop a Lynching at 
Salisbury. 

The special correspondent of the Daily 
News with Carriugton's force, writing 
from Salisbury, tells some interesting 
anecdotes of the early days of the town. 

There is a brewery, he says, which 
brews real beer, and a laundry worked 
by steam, and the electric light has been 
promised. The queer thing that strikes 
one about Salisbury is that it is really 
two towns, and rival towns at that, each 
distinct from the other. When the first 
pioneers came to Salisbury they fixed 
on a place a few miles north of the pres- 
ent s'ite as a desirable spot for a town- 
ship. Later came the people who were 
to make Salisbury a town— pioneers also, 
with the smell of Portuguese swamps 
still on their nostrils, and the memory of 
their buriisl dead fresh in their minds, 
pioneers with revolvers and quinine. 
These, mistaking the exact location of 
tlie chosen spot, decided to pitch their 
camp at the foot of the kopje which gives 
lo Salisbury a distinctive landmark. 
Later came the official pioneers, Dr. 
Jameson and his stall', and these, either 
falling into the same error, or thinking 
tie- site was better, surveyed a spot half- 
way between the original place and the 
kopje, and about a mile or so from the 
i latter. When the town was pegged out 
Dr. Jameson extended an invitation to 
the little township at the foot of the 
kopje to come over and settle in the Real 
Town, 

The Kopje-siders, however, bad by this 
time run up several tin shanties, and had 
started business; they therefore wanted 
to know what compensation they might 
expect from the government if they de- 
cided to demolish their little town and 
move across to the "Causeway" side. 
They were politely informed that they 
might expect just what I hey liked, but 
that unv expectations would go unrealiz- 
ed. Whereupon the "Kopje" refused to 
budge. "Very well," said the Causeway, 
"we shall build our post office here, and 
you'll have to come over for your letters." 
"Not a bit of it," said tlie Kopje; "we'll 
build a post office, too"— and eventually 
they did. 

"We shall erect an hotel and a bar," 
said the Causeway. 

"We've had three bars going for a 
month," was the triumphant retort; and 
so, in that little Khodcsia town, there 
sprang into existence a keen rivalry, 
which exists to this day, 

Ae a matter of fact, the Kopje side 
has I he best hotel ntul is certainly the 
business end of Salisbury, whilst the 
Causeway side has now developed into 
a Rhodcsian west-end, with an aristocrat- 
ic club, a superior set of government of- 
fices, a large post office and a band stand. 
There is a quietness in the Salisbury of 
to-day— the quietness of a little English 
town, and it is difficult to imagine that 
less than four years ago the events hap- 
pened that justified the erection of the 
simple granite pillar which stands in the 
public gardens as a solitary and solemn 
memorial of the brave who gave their 
lives in the rebellion of 189(1. 

The people of Salisbury have generally 
a standing grievance against the govern- 
ment, and when Dr. Jim wns administra- 
tor it was his duty to listen to these. As 
far as lay in his power, he assisted the 
citizens, bill: the greater grievances ho 
could not deal with. There was a min- 
ing grievance, and one connected with 
the absence of railway facilities. Tt 
was resolved at lust to hold what trade 
societies would call "a monster meeting," 
ami the Doctor wns invited in his official 
capacity. The meeting came off in a hall 
attached to an hotel, and Dr. Jim gave 
his attention to the oppressed populace, 
as one after another tin; orators rose and 
poured forth their eloquent appeals foT 
justice. At length the last speaker re- 
sumed his seat amidst a thunder of ap- 
plause, and tlie Doctor rose. His words 
were few, but to the point. 

"Gentlemen," said lie, "it's a long time 
between drinks— let us have a drink!" 
and the meeting adjourned to the bar. 

There is a story of a lynching— of n 
trembling nigger murderer crouching in 
his cell, whilst the infuriated men of Sal- 
isbury demanded his body for subsequent 
treatment. The bond jailer, pale but de- 
termined, stood at the gate of the jail, 
ritle in hand, holding tlie crowd in check. 
Tilings began to lake a dangerous aspect, 
when Doctor Jameson, who bad been sent 
fur. pushed his way through tlie crowd 
and faced the maddened mob. There was 
a howl when be tried to speak, but 
mounting a box he held up bis hand.

WEEKLY WEATHER REPORT. 

Victoria Meteorological OfQce, 
August 15 to 21, HXX). 
At the commencement of the week an 
Important and extensive storm area from 
the Pacific moved rapidly aenss Cariboo 
to the Territories. Dur-nts Its passage it 
caused strong westerly wmils over the 
straits and gulf, and u heavv and sudden 
downpour of rain over the 'o.ier c raser 
river, accompanied by tuu adei-sturms. Rain 
niso wus general In Cariboo and Kootenny 
during 'Lis period. From this to Sunday, 
the l'Jth, the barometer remained com- 
paratively high along the Coast, where 
the weather became mofct'y fair and cool. 
During Sunday a marked change occurred: 
the. barometer rose over the interior of the 
province and fell along the Coast. 'Ihis 
change caused the finest and warmest day 
of the week throughout Bri.ls'a Columbia, 
due to the winds blowing from the com- 
paratively dry Interior towards the sea. 

During Monday and Tuesday another 
ocean low area appeared in Car'boo Mid 
spread southeastward to Kootenxv. accom- 
panied by more rain, and about Kam ->ops 
thunderstorms. These heavy rains between 
the ranges continue to be phenomenal at 
this season of the year and have caused 
considerable damage, not only to toe clops, 
but to the roads in the form of wasltoata. 
The above-mentioned storm areas as they 
travelled eastward across the TerrltorieK 
caused numerous thunderstorms. In some 
cases extending as far ns the Great Lakes. 

In Victoria over 5-1 hours of bright sun- 
shine was recorded, or an average of seven 
and a half hours per day. No rain occur- 
red, while the highest temperature was Tt 
on the 10th and the lowest 01 on the morn- 
ing of the same day. 

At New Westminster .78 Inch of rain fell, 
.74 Inch of tills occurring during the above- 
mentioned downpour. The temperature rose 
to 70 on the 10th and fell to 00 on the 
mornings of the 15th nnd lGth. 
Knmloops reports a rainfall of one Inch.

The sittings of the special committees 
of the house are, as a rule, uuinvadeU 
by the press, but after some deliberation 
yesterday morning the committee up- 
pointed to investigate the culling out of 
the militia during the recent strike at 
Steveston, saw lit to open its doors so 
that ita proceedings upon this mutter, 
which for so long occupied so great a 
portion of the public interest, might be 
made known with as little delay as 
possible. Doubtless the fact that an 
early prorogation is expected, which 
may thus prevent the committee's re- 
port from reaching the house during the 
present sessiou, played some part in this 
concession from what these committees 
regard as one of their prerogatives. 

It was after 10 when Mr. Tatlow 
called the meeting to order, nil the 
members of- the committee— of Whom 
Messrs. Kidd, Ralph Smith, Oliver, 
Brown and Attorney-General Eborts 
are the members— being present. A 
dozen of the witnesses were in attend 
ance, comprising the magistrates who 
called out the soldiery, the officers of 
the militia, and some of the provincial 
police ofllcere, cannerymen, cannery em- 
ployees and fishermen. The taking of 
their evidence was at once proceeded 
•with. , _. . 

Michael B. Wilkinson, reeve of Rich 
mond, was first heard. He stated that 
he was one of the justices calling out 
the militia on the '23rd July. The 
requisition when sent to him had ttl 
ready been signed by the other twe 
magistrates. He signed it on Ins own 
general knowledge of the position. He 
had not had any particular talk with 
Mr Lister, the provincial police officer, 
about the matter. Certain open acts 
of intimidation had fallen under his ob- 
servation. Ho was a farmer and a 
canneryman besides, and had seen one 
man take out his boat, and. after set- 
ting his net, get driven off by the patrol 
boats filled with strikers, and forced to 
stop fishing. This man's name was 
Louis Constantino. Another onse was 
that when 30 men— 10 in a boat— got 
around one boat, ordering it not to put 
out the net. The nsnermen Pasted. 
They came up close to him, ami ho pro- 
duced a rifle, pointing it in self-defence. 
This was on the North Arm and be- 
fore the militia had been requisitioned. 
He knew- nothing of Steveston, but con- 
sidered that the strike was epidemic 
and that disturbances would naturally 
bo expected there. The presence of 
the militia at Steveston would have a 
moral effect at the North Arm. In 
the second case of intimidation, Ed. VYil- 
son, called "Bosun," was the man in the 
stern of the boat, and was a member 
of the union. He thought that the 
leaders in the other boat were union 
men. Curtis was the- other man's 
name. Thev fished for the Provincial 
cannerv. Special Constables Julian 
and Fyle were on the wharf and saw 
these same acts, hut did nothing..' Eight

Xcorst of it. His idea was to prevent 
war between the Iwii rices. After the 
militia came quiet prevailed. No oppo- 
sition was offered to the soldiers. lie 
had seen no indication of violence, but 
considered matters had reached a point 
■when die clash was almost inevitable. 
There had been no fishing done, but 
when it began trouble was reasonably 
to be expected. The prevention ol 
racial strife had influenced him rather 
than his consideration for cannery 
property, although he wns afraid of hi' 
McClain was the leader, and did more 
than anv other to keep up the troubltv 
He claimed that the canncrs had 
recognized the union, but would not 
give them 25 cents a fish. He did not 
know where the requisition had come 
from, nor by whom it was prepared 
lie had not seen any overt act of vio 
lence, but knew the general feeling and 
noted on it. Mr. Bremner had .*P«hen 
to men at the meeting, advocating -U- 
cent fish McClain followed, advising 
hanging out for 25 cents and to burst 
the cannerv combine. Witness did not 
hear McClain talk of bloodshed. Threats 
had been made by whites and Indians 
against Japs generally. Ho was firmly 
of the belief that there would have been 
trouble next day, and considered the 
presence of the militia had the desired 
effect of keeping the pence. The police 
force were quite inadequate to o.uell an 
outbreak had one started. Amongst 
the fishermen many are splendid fel- 
lows, but a lot of Americans were there. 
Some of them had licenses; others 
were " stiffs." He declared that Ameri- 
cans often came over, got licenses and 
fished in Canadian waters. 

Robert Whiteside was the third of the 
magistrate.-; who signed the requisition. 
He was a foreman in the Pacific Coast 
cannery, between Landon and Steveston. 
lie hail signed it after Hunt, and at the 
line meeting. lie considered it neces- 
iry to have the militia from bus own 
personal observation, and had thought it 
well over since the Friday night before 
On Friday night the strikers' patrol had 
jized three l'heonix boats under the 
res of specials, who were too lew to in- 
terfere. The strikers' patrol had ben 
ready and working since July, lhey 
surrounded three boats, stopped them 
from fishing ami abused one man. 
George Brown had been very badly treat- 
1 indeed. Brown's assailants were 
strangers, but as the union put out the 
patrol, ho considered that they were 
union men. Six specials were aboard a 
tug near by, but there were four strikers 
boats there. As a magistrate, he did not 
think he should interfere without an in- 
formation. When the police could not 
Interfere he considered a warrant no 
good. It was hard to tell what would 
have happened if an an est had been at- 
tempted. He had not done anything as a 
magistrate himself, but considered the 
matter was in the hands of the provin- 
cial authorities ami the Attorney-Gener- 
al's department. Next day Brown and 
O'Donohue went to Vancouver and took 
some proceedings, hut he did not know 
what. He thought that the canncrs pro- 
perty had been in danger and feared ra- 
cial trouble as well. He had heard whites 
speak threateningly about the Japs. He 
knew McClain and heard him calling the 
militia "cowards, ••tin-horn soldiers" and 
••scoundrels.' ' This was in a speech to 
,i big crowd. He also spoke of barrels 
of money and shiploads or food which he 
had arranged to be sent from Nauaimo, 
and promised that the miners would come 
over 3,000 strong and give the strikers 
mural support. The general state of af- 
fairs, from Mr. Lister's remarks about 
his force and the stories of fishermen 
about intimidation on the Gulf, had led 
him to sign the requisition, lie had not 
noticed any drinking amongst the special 
policemen. He knew men who hud been 
ready to fish but were afraid. Not more 
than four of the Pacific Coast fishermen 
were union men. One Jap boat an 
three whites' had been sent home before 
the militia came, but after that the Japs 
went out and the white men followed 
when the agreement was reached between 
the canncrs and the fishermen

but often they had to pull up and run 
because of the strikers' patrol, and this 
in spite of the fact that specials were 
there. He had never given instructions 
to arrest the offenders. Special con- 
stables had not proved a sufficient pro 
tection; sometimes they were there, 
sometimes not. For a fortnight four 
honts with 10 or 12 men patrolled tin 
river, ordering men not to fish. On the 
Sunday before the militia came 10 
boats were ready to fish, but had been 
intimidated by the patrol. No boats 
had fished at night at all, except that 
of one man, Constantino. Men were 
afraid to fish, they snjd. There was a 
strong fcelinc of unrest on Lulu Island 
because of the strike and stories of in- 
timidation, and that justified the calling 
out of the soldiers. His cannery had 
men who wanted to fish and were 
afraid. He did not know whether 
these were union men or not. There 
had been no more trouble after the 
settlement between fishermen and din- 
ners, which was after the militia had 
left. The presence of the militia had, 
however, helped to restore tranquility. 
Boats at once started out — 25 boats on 
the first day, and the second day they 
fished at night. The price of fish ho 
considered had more to do with the 
trouble than had the recognition of the 
union. 

Edward Hunt was the first maRis- 
trate to nisn the requisition. It had 
been drawn up in Vancouver and 
brought out by Donohue. "Witness was 
the postmaster at Steveston and hnd 
been there for Beveral years. On the 
Monday night a meeting was held at 
Malcolm- & Windsor's offices': mostly 
cannerymen were present, with Officers 
Lister and Murray. Recourse to the 
militia was discussed, and Mr. Lister, 
when questioned, expressed a doubt ns 
to whether he could cope with the 
trouble if the Japs went out, not hnv- 
inc force enough to cover the whole 
field. Donohue was said to have been 
a detective. Constable Murray had 
agreed with Lister that tho militia 
were necessary. Witness and White- 
side then signed the requisition and 
telephoned to Reeve Wilkinson at the 
North Arm. Personally he greatly 
feared a clash if the Japs went out, and 
was prepared to sign such a requisition 
before he went to the meeting. The 
white strikers had their meeting it] the 
afternoon, and afterwards he hnd heard 
bitter words— not, however, from union 
men. He had no doubt that the militia 
had prevented trouble. If any had 
; occurred the whites would have got the

"costs of the militia had 

been discussed before they were called 
out but the bill, he believed, WU6 nut 
vet settled. All the magistrates were 
ratepayers of Richmond. There was no 
guarantee given by any one that the ex- 
penses of the militia should be paid other- 
wise than by the municipality. He was 
thoroughly convinced that there would 
have been trouble if the tiuldiers had 
not come. 

Col Worsnop, before being sworn, re- 
minded the committee that he was re- 
sponsible to the Dominion government, 
and not to this committee. The reqnuu- 
tioii was then produced and read by Mr. 
Tatlow, as was also the letter of dis- 
missal The requisition was received at 
130 a.m. on the 24th. It was the liret 
that he had ever received as a command- 
ing officer, and having assured himself 
of its proper form, he called out the force. 
The Vancouver companies left at 11 a.m., 
and the New Westminster at 5 a.m., and 
the forces were concentrated at Steves- 
ton at 0:30 a.m. There had been an in- 
timation at U o'clock that evening that 
their services might be required, and 
sume preparatory arrangements were 
then made. All the men were not noti- 
fied, but 189 had turned out from a total 
roll of 355. As to any men not turning 
out of their possible punishment, these 
were not matters of interest to the pres- 
ent committee. Reaching Steveston after 
(i o'clock, he had reported to the magis- 
trates and camped there for seven days. 
There had been no trouble. The men 
were keut under very strict discipline. 
Active interference was not called upon, 
but he was informed that fishing was at 
once proceeded with. No guards were 
placed, except at quarters, but the men 
were kept concentrated. The canncrs re- 
quested guards for the canneries, but 
these were not given. On his own dis- 
cretion he had refused, thinking that a 
quiet position of readiness with all his 
men together, would be leant provoking to 
the strikers, and in case of trouble would 
prove most effective arrangement. The 
cost would be in the neighborhood of 
$2,000. 

Capt. Alexander Henderson was next 
called. He had gone to Steveston with 
some soldiers. He had got notice; at 
11:30 that night by telephone from Col. 
Worsnop to get men ready and go to 
Steveston. Earlier in the evening he had 
received an unofficial' intimation, upon 
which he had warned his officers. On 
receipt of the official order, ho sent out 
a bugler to sound the assemble, and in 
a couple of hours had got his men to- 
gether.- The steamer Rithel. had been 
placed at hie disposal, and at about 4:30 
he got away with 53 men. At Steveston 
he disembarked at one wharf, while the 
Vancouver companies were getting off. at 
another. No opposition ivns offered and 
little comment made. ' Not many men 
were around at rhe time. The New 
Westminster companies were ordered to 
the Scottish-Canadian cannery at the 



point where they spent the day and night. 
Nothing wus done but the men were held 
in readiness. They slept in the cannery 
ou the soft side of a plank. Next morn- 
ing they were moved to the camp of the 
Vancouver companies, and stayed there 
for a week. No trouble was met. There 
was one big meeting, with speeches and 
a long procession, headed with a British 
Hag. The men in the procession sang 
various songs, such as "Soldiers of the 
Queen," but he did not hear "God Save 
the Queen." The militia men were kept 
very quiet ami did not attend any meet- 
ings The procession, he considered, as 
. t demonstration of their force of num- 
bers and their unity. There was u little 
dialling about the eaiiiins. lie knew noth- 
ing personally about any reading of the 
Riot Act. 

William Alfred Munro, manager of the 
Phoenix and Britannia canneries, had 
been at Malcolm Windsor's office tc 
hear the provincial police report. Magis- 
trates, officers and cannerymen wen 
there, and Mr. Malcolm took the chair, 
Officers Lister and Murray reported their 
inability to cope with the situation, and 
advised that the soldiers be called in 
He had considered that the situation will 
very serious. One boat load of spotted 
had talked about burning bis cannery 
when thev had not been allowed to tie 
up at its "slip. So he put some 13 men 
of his gang on as night watchmen. He 
had himself witnessed an overt nirt ol 
violence. The strikers' patrol boat 
one evening seized a Phoenix boat 
put out with a steamer, but before lie 
could reach his boat lour men from»U 
patio! boat had seized it and taken pes- 
session. The provincial police were 
with him on the steamer, but they were 
in such few uumbera as to be afraid to 
seize the assailants. The strikers claim- 
ed that they had rights and would pro- 
tect them even at risk to themselves. In 
this particular heat George Brown was 
net man and Alfreil Kipp puller. The 
strikers took the boat in tow and said, 
"Let's take the steamer, too." The tug 
was kept alongside, but with brandished 
oars the patrol kept hack the police. They 
drifted down to Steveston, where George 
Brown was pulled upon the wharf 
amongst the crowd, and, as be told me. 
pat on a box. Secretary Rogers, of the 
fishermen's Union, called him a "scab," 
the lowest thing <>n earth, and they 
shoved him over and kicked him in the 
crowd. He had seen his bruises that 
night.' lie had been severely kicked and 
his face was bleeding badly, and be bail 
got it all around. This was on the Fri- 
day before the soldiers came. Two hours 
after the latter arrived 1,000 to 1.300 
boats went out, mostly Japs, but a few 
Indians. None of the whites had gone out 
after the militia came until the agree 
meat had been made regarding the price 
The men had told him that his boats, 
marked with a large crescent, were all 
marked by the strikers, and their nets 
would be interfered with. The men sug- 
gested that the boats be repainted, but 
this lie would not have. He had seen 
several processions, some of them at 
night. These had invaded his Jap 
houses, and when he had spoken to them 
ho had been threatened. He did not 
know the men in the crowd, but as a rule 
the men changed around, men coming 
from one section to do these deeds in an- 
other. 

The committee will meet again this 
morning.

TOMMY' AND THE DUTCHMAN. 

How tlio Hollanders Deft Johannesburg 
After the British Came. 

Trooper Frank D. Doyle, of Moncton, 
N.I?., writing to his father from Johan- 
nesburg, under date of June 30, eaid: 

Yesterday and the day before yester- 
day are days that are likely to become 
historical. The Hollanders that -wore not 
burghers of the Transvaal, that in, not 
having resided in the country long enough 
to become citizens were expelled from the 
country. They got a taste of their own 
medicine. Like the British that were 
sent out of the country before the war, 
they took their departure in open trucks 
but very unlike the manner in which the 
English ladiefl were treated, the women 
and children of the Hollanders were pro- 
vided with very comfortable quarters in 
the railway carriages and passenger 
coaches. On the first day four hundred 
of them were sent away being mostly 
the olllcials and their families. Crowds 
gathered to see them off. Tdiefio won 
given coaches and sent on their way with 
many good-byes from their friends. Yes- 
terday it was tnore of the laboring clas.s 
and they made quite a demonstration 
When the train slid into the station from 
which they were to take their final de- 
parture, they [lew the flag nf the Trans- 
vaal from the side of the car and seemed 
very enthusiastic in the manner in which 
they cheered. But Tommy Atkins 
gathered around rather thick, and a Brit 
ish officer requested them to haul in their 
flag, which they promptly did, but still 
continued to sing the song of tho Trans- 
vaal Republic and to cheer from time to 
time the monarch of the Netherlands 
and Paul Kniger. The Tommy Atkins 
had gathered around by this time pretty 
thickly. There were men of all regi- 
ments present, the Jocks with kilts, and 
the Indian in native uniform, a mixed 
lot from all over the world, showing Brit- 
ain'.i power, but they would not give the 
departing people insults as they had given 
Finallv, however, they broke into song 
and "Rule Britannia," rolled into the air 
ns it very often does. Then they sane 
"God Save the Queen," and gave three 
cheers for Her Majesty. The Hollanders 
bad given their cheers, but they were 
weak and mild, when Tommy let loose 
his. I tell you there is nothing like a 
good old British cheer. Often I have 
heard away over the veldt when some 
good news had been given out to the men 
and when they have bad go much practice
